2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed combination a thermal trip device in 
which a bimetal is heated by overcurrent, wherein a temperature measurement part of 
the bimetal is provided with a bending part bent substantially perpendicular to a 
longitudinal direction of the bimetal, and the surface of the bimetal bending part is made 
to be black.
